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Truck Here Now 
For Free X-Rays 

The County Health De¬ 
partment’s mobile chest X- 
ray truck will move into 
Sierra Madre today for a 
two-day stay at the Trian¬ 
gle, according to Dr. C. C. 
Burski, district health offi¬ 
cer. 

The unit will be open for 
X-rays from 1 to 7 p.m. to¬ 
day and from 9:30 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. Friday, Dr. Burski 
said. 

He urged that any person 
who has not had a chest X- 
ray within the past year ob¬ 
tain one at this time. There 
is no charge, the X-ray takes 
but a minute and the re¬ 
ports are confidential. 


The seven directors of the Bank of Sierra Madre have unani¬ 
mously approved the bank's merger with the First Western Bank 
and Trust Co., President Thomas W. Neale announced yesterday. 

Directors approved the stock exchange —17,000 shares of 
First Western for 2,000 shares of the Bank of Sierra Madre — at 

a special meeting here Mon¬ 
day. 

The 38 stockholders in the 
Bank of Sierra Madre will be 
mailed proxies and covering 
letters today, Mr. Neale said. 
They will meet in the bank 
here March 29 at 5 p.m. to vote 
on the offer. 

Mr. Neale said the transac¬ 
tion is almost certain to be 
approved. First Western would 
assume control April 6, which 
will give the bank the week¬ 
end to prepare for the opening 
under new management on 
Monday, April 9. 

All present employes of the 
Bank of Sierra Madre will be 
retained, Mr. Neale empha¬ 
sized. The bank president him¬ 
self, however, said he will re¬ 
tire. 

Mr. Neale was elected presi¬ 
dent of the Bank of Sierra 
Madre following the death last 
November of Rollin C. Lewis. 

Under the terms of trust ad¬ 
ministered by Mr. Lewis, 880 
shares of Bank of Sierra Madre 
had to be sold to the highest 
bidder. First Western’s bid on 
the entire 2,000 shares out¬ 
standing amounted to $425 a 
share, or more than twice the 
book value of the securities. 

First Western is a subsidiary 
of Trans-America Corp., which 
formerly owned the Bank of 
America. A spokesman for 
Trans-America said that the 
corporation was forced to dis¬ 
pose of its bank holdings in 
1952 and no longer has any 
connection with the Bank of 
America.

Employed at the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News for about three years, 
Ray Cheroske is studying for 
the ministry at the Nazarene 
College in Pasadena. He is a 
sophomore. 

Mr. Cheroske said he noticed 
that Duke, one of the Great 
Danes, had dug out of his 
kennel. 

‘‘I walked up to him and he 
was real friendly,” Mr. Cher- 
oske recalled. “When I spoke to 
him he followed me right up to 
the door of the kennel.” 

“Just as I opened the door, 
Duchess—that’s Duke’s mother 
— sprang out t he door and 
Duke suddenly went crazy and 
started biting me.” 

Both dogs then jumped on 
Mr. Cheroske and knocked him 
down. He was bitten on the 
knee, the hip and both ankles 
before his wife, Nancy, and 
mother, Mrs. Sadie E. Cheroske, 
chased the animals away with 
sticks. 

The berserk dogs also bit 
Norton S. Ballard, 65, of 1753 
N. Raymond, Pasadena, when 
he stepped into protect an in¬ 
valid woman whose cocker 
spaniel was being torn to 
pieces. 

The four cats were owned by 
Mrs. Lotta Culligan, 1730 N. 
Fair Oaks, who also owns both 
Great Danes. 

Both dogs were taken to the 
Pasadena Humane Society 
where they are being observed 
for the possibility of rabies.

Drive Voder Way 
For Rescue Crew 


With a new outbreak of ani¬ 
mal rabies, Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, 
Los Angeles County health of¬ 
ficer, this week issued a warn¬ 
ing to the residents of the San 
Gabriel Valley and a request 
for cooperation to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

Since the first of the year a 
total of 38 rabid animals have 
been found in the county—27 
in the county territory and 11 
within Los Angeles City. These 
figures can be compared with 
only four rabid animals in Los 
Angeles City and none in the 
county territory to this date 
last year. 

Although no cases have been 
reported yet in Sierra Madre, 
the city is conducting an in¬ 
tensive stray-dog campaign to 
minimize the danger. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington warned dog own¬ 
ers here to keep their dogs 
leashed or off the streets to 
prevent their being picked up. 

Also, Mr. Bevington disclosed 
that an anti-rabies inoculation 
clinic will be set up in Sierra 
Madre early in June in connec¬ 
tion with the compulsory inoc¬ 
ulation law recently passed by 
the City Council. The law be¬ 
comes effective July 1, after 
which no licenses will be sold 
without proof of inoculation. 

With the tremendous move¬ 
ment of population within and 
into the San Gabriel Valley, 
Dr. Gilbert warned, infected 
animals can very innocently be 
brought into an unsuspecting 
neighborhood. 

All warm - blooded animals 
can carry the disease and an 
interesting aspect of the dan¬ 
ger was brought to light last 
week when an 8-week-old cock¬ 
er spaniel puppy died with the 
disease. 

The full cooperation of all 
residents is requested in that 
ALL animal bites be reported 
immecftately to Dr. Burski, at 
Monrovia Health Center, and 
complete information be given 
as to the patient and the ani¬ 
mal concerned. The animal 
will then be closely observed 
during the critical period of 15 
days as a protection to the per¬ 
son bitten. 

It is also requested that all 
pets ‘be kept on leashes at all 
times or inside a fenced yard. 
Any animal suspected of hav¬ 
ing rabies or showing abnor¬ 
mal symptoms should be re¬ 
ported to the Los Angeles 
County Pound Department at 
TOpaz 2-5849 in order that the 
suspicious animal may be im¬ 
pounded and closely observed.

shine of Southern California. 

Our 300-day-a-year tempera¬ 
ture inversion — a layer of 
warm air above, a layer of cool 
air below — keeps these acrid 
gases where we can all smell, 
feel and cry ever them. After 
days of temperature inversion, 
with the ceiling pressed down 
at 500 feet, the air in the “liv¬ 
ing room" passes the point of 
comfort. Pollutants become 
concentrated, and the inhabi¬ 
tants begin to experience the 
agonizing first symptoms of 
drowning in their own waste. 

Sounds like a nightmare, as 
indeed it could be. 

The solution, what with the 
ever-increasing population, 
more and bigger industries,, 
more backyard incinerators 
and still more and more auto¬ 
mobiles, seems far away. Ac¬ 
cording to the Air Pollution 
Control District, the “final so¬ 
lution . . . depends in large 
measure upon the willingness 
of entire segments of industry 
to help carry the burden ... in 
their own fields.” 

It occurs to me that many of 
these segments must be made 
to carry their own burden. Ad¬ 
equate laws and strict enforce¬ 
ment would help. It has been 
done in Pittsburgh, Pa., but 
only after 20 people died. 

Let’s hope we don't actually 
“drown in our own waste” 
here. — Il.W.E. 


Smog in Los Angeles is a lot 
like the weather in more in¬ 
temperate climes. Everybody 
talks about it but nobody docs 
anything. 

That, at least, seems to be 
the opinion of the five million 
residents in the Los Angeles 
Basin whose red-rimmed eyes 
bespeak eloquently of the irri¬ 
tants hovering in our air 

The Air Pollution Control 
District here, though, believes 
a great deal has been done 
and much more will be done 
in the future. 

Still, the District, in its re¬ 
cently released annual report, 
admits that smog will get 
worse before it gets better. The 
reason: uncontrolled emission 
of hydrocarbons from exhausts 
of the county’s horde of 2,500,- 
000 autos, trucks and buses. 

Even if 100 per cent control 
were achieved over other pollu¬ 
tion sources, exhaust emissions 
would still cause eye irritation 
and crop damage, according to 
the report. 

In Detroit, auto industry en¬ 
gineers have developed a de¬ 
vice that will reduce hydrocar¬ 
bon emissions by 50 per cent. 
Sounds encouraging, but actu¬ 
ally it’s no reason to rejoice. 

In 10 years this 50 per cent 
reduction will be almost mean¬ 
ingless. By that time it is esti¬ 
mated that at least one mil¬ 
lion more autos will be spout¬ 
ing fumes into the bright sun- 


Dear Editors: 

The blase and almost joking 
manner in which the most re¬ 
cent of a series of burglaries 
at Pickett’s Service Station was 
written up in your paper gave 
me a terrible feeling. 

If this is a true picture of 
public sentiment in the matter 
of such crimes it is truly “time 
to wake up.”

Apparently, although 
many residents complain, few 
are interested enough in their 
community government to take 
a hand in it. 

The four up for re-election 
are City Clerk Marie Warfel, 
Mayor Charles H. James, Coun¬ 
cilman David S. Wood and City 
Treasurer C. J. Pegler. 

My quarrel is not with them. 
In my estimation, based on 
some months of close observa¬ 
tion, all four have performed 
efficiently and with a sincere 
sense of civic responsibility. 

But a city which allows four 
of its top offices to be filled 


without a contest displays a 
monumental apathy. 

And some day, when the 
seemingly-small group of pub¬ 
lic-spirited citizens gets tired 
of continually shouldering the 
responsibility, the city will get 
what it deserves: government 
by misfits and second-raters. 

A government—at any level 
—which is filled by default is 
no government at all. 

It has an adverse effect both 
on the governed and those who 
govern. 

The former have assumed 
the classic posture to be bilked 
and the latter, without an ex¬ 
pression of popular interest 
and support, wonder why the 
devil they bother. 

The city is lucky this time 
in having four first-class resi¬ 
dents who will take on the job 
again. Next time we may not 
be so fortunate. — W.F.T.
